PELOZI CAPTURED

CAN B2 EROUGHT BACK.

There i no question but that the
fugltive can and will be brought back
ta this country for trial. County De-
tective Leyshon satisfied himself on
this point at the outset of the case,
when he recelved n strong Intimation
that Pelozl would try to get to Itnly

The treaty between thig country and
Italy preseribes that If the acoused
hus beon naturalized here he can be
extradited; otherwige he ia to be tried
therd, as was the case In the accoms
